CLEARLY MAJOR PROGRAM OBJECTIVES; CALLED FOR REDUCTION IN 
VOLUME OF DOCUMENTATION ON GUDGET; AND HOPED FOR 
CREATION OF NEW SYSTEM OF POST CLASSIFICATION TO BE 
DEVELOPED WITH ICSC'S HELP. 

CHINESE REP DEVOTED BULK OF STATEMENT TO CALL ON SECRETARIAT FOR

CURRENCY INSTABILITY SHOULD MAKE SPECIAL CONTRIBUTIONS, AND 

THAT CHANGE TO CURRENCIES OTHER THAN US DOLLAR SHOULD BE 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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STUDIED. HE FAVORED RECRUITING YOUNG, WELL EDUCATED PEOPLE 
WHO COULD MATURE WITHIN UN. 

COLOMBIAN REP, AMONG WIDE RANGE OF SUBJECTS COVERED, CALLED FOR 
NO INCREASE IN SIZE OF ACABQ AND FOR FULL EXAMINATION OF FINANCIAL 
IMPLICATIONS OF CURRENCY INSTABILITY. HE WOULD PUT FORWARD SPECIAL 
INITIATIVE TO SEEK PRACTICAL SOLUTION TO CRISES CAUSED BY 
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us DOLLAR INSTABILITY. ON PERSONNEL MATTERS, HE ADVOCATED SPECIAL 
STUDY TO DETERMINE REASONE EOR DECLINE OF EFFICIENCY. 

INDONESIAN REP THOUGHT NEW PROGRAM BUDGET APPEARED PAY 
GREATER ATTENTION TO STAFF AND LESS TO PROGRAM THEMSELVES. 

HE CALLED FOR BETTER DEFINITION OF OTHER PRIORITIES AND ON 
OTHER STATES TO FOLLOW EXAMPLE OF JAPAN AND UAE 
IN MAKING SPECIAL CONTRIBUTIONS TO EASE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 

GDR REP ADHERED CLOSELY TO SOV BLOC POSITION PROMISED TAKE 
CRITICAL VIEW OF UN PROGRAMS, AND EXPLAINED VOTE ON BUDGET SECT 
22 WITH COMMENT DECOLONIZATION WAS IMPORTANT MATTER. HE 
THOUGHT CRISIS AFFECTING WESTERN CURRENCIES "PERMANENT" AND UN 
SHOULD PLAN ON BASIS OF MONETARY UNIT WITH BETTER STABILITY THAN 
US DOLLAR. 

SOUTH AFRICAN REP HOPED NEW PROGRAM FORMAT WOULD BRING 
SOME REALITY INTO UN BUDGETARY AFFAIRS, NOTED STAFF INCREASED 77 
PERCENT IN 10 YEARS, AND CALLED FOR GREAT CONSERVATISM IN

AND LESS ABROAD. 

BYELORUSSIAN REP EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER ANTICIPATED SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATES AND FEARED COMITE WOULD LOSE CONTROL OF UN'S FINANCIAL 
SITUATION. HE THOUGHT UN'S FINANCIAL PROBLEMS COULD BE CORRECTED 
FROM WITHIN BUDGET AND NOT THROUGH SUPPLEMENTALS OR OTHER 
METHODS.
